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Highlights  of  State  NOW  Show 


Richard  Anderson  of  Menasha  is  the 
new  President  of  Numismatists  of  Wis- 
consin after  balloting  was  completed 
at  Park  Motor  Inn,  Madison. 

In  a contest  described  by  outgoing 
President  James  Medd  as  "the  closest 
in  the  history  of  our  organization," 
Anderson  edged  Board  of  Governor  Roy 
A.  Miller  of  Racine  for  the  state's 
top  numismatic  post.  In  other  elec- 
tion results,  Cliff  Mishler  of  Iola 
was  unopposed  for  the  Vice-Presidency 
and  Gordon  Gill  of  Madison  and  Cliff 
Manthe  of  Tomah  were  returned  to  the 
Eoard  of  Governor  posts.  In  the  con- 
test for  the  other  two  open  positions 
on  the  Board,  past  Secretary  Mike 
Segersin  of  Green  Bay  and  N.O.W.NEWS 
Editor  Gerald  Johnson  of  Wisconsin 
Rapids  were  elected  to  fill  the  three- 
year  terms. 

Upon  announcement  of  the  election  re- 
sults, departing  President  J.  Medd 
appointed  Roy  Miller  to  fill  the  2- 
year  unexpired  term  of  Mishler  who 
moves  into  the  Vice-Presidency. 


President  Anderson  then  appointed 
Kurt  Krueger  of  Eagle,  Wisconsin  to 
the  post  of  Secretary-Treasurer,  a 
wo-year  appointment  that  runs  con- 
currently with  the  Presidency. 


1972  MERIT  AWARD 

The  1972  N.O.W.  Award  of  Merit  for 
outstanding  service  in  numismatics  in 
Wisconsin  has  been  presented  to  Cliff 
Mishler  of  Iola.  Mishler' s work  in 
the  transfer  of  N.O.W. medal  striking 
operations  from  Milwaukee  to  Minnea- 
polis and  his  personal  involvement 
in  redesigning  the  N.O.W.  die  led  to 
the  merit  award.  Cliff  Joins  Richard 
Anderson,  Harold  Prleve,  and  Kurt 
Krueger,  previous  winners  of  the  a- 
ward  which  consists  of  a silver  medal 
housed  in  a custom  plastic  presenta- 
tion holder. 


STRATTON  MEMORIAL  AWARD  TO  HUGG-INS 

The  Delores  Stratton  Jfemorial  Award, 
given  each  year  to  the  exhibit  having 
the  best  presentation  of  numismatic 
Informat ion, was  awarded  to  Jack  Hugg- 
ins of  Be llview, Illinois.

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CENTRAL  STATES  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  Central  States  Show  at  Milwaukee 
was  a sniash  success  and  Wisconsin 
collectors  were  not  surprised.  The 
"big"show, co-chaired  by  Del  Bertschy 
(N.O.W. #76  and  Gale  Highsmlth  N.O.W. 
#20 ) ran  as  smoothly  as  any  single 
one-day  show  due  to  the  coordinated 
effort  by  the  big  Milwaukee  club. 

The  attendance  was  excellent,  with 
5,600  persons  registering  during  the 
course  of  the  show,  and-  a heavy  re- 
sidual spending  at  least  three  full 
days  at  the  adjacent  Red  Carpet  Inn 
facilities . 

The  displays  were  of  high  caliber, 
and  enhanced  by  35  cases  of  U.S.Gold 
and  type  coins  displayed  non-compet- 
itively  by  Irving  Moskovitz  of  De- 
troit. Moskovitz  also  displayed  24 
cases  of  Israel  Gold  and  Silver.  Val 
Pasvolsky  of  Lakewood,  N.J.,  set  up 
five  cases  of  rare  colonial  and  con- 
tinental notes  in  non-competitive, 
and  Sid  Smith  of  Miami,  Florida  dis- 
played one  of  a rare  few  1943  copper 
cents . 

All  of  this  in  addition  to  the  Trea- 
sury’s Billion  Dollar  Exhibit  lost  in 
one  end  of  the  huge  expo  building. 

The  bourse  was  fantastic,  with  120 
local*  national,  and  international 
dealers  doing  what  appeared  to  be  a 
"land  office"  business. 

In  case  you  missed  the  last  issue  of 
N.O.W. NEWS,  the  convention  was  held 
in  Milwaukee's  "Convention  City,"  a- 
cross  the  street  from  Mitchell  Field 
Airport.  Most  conventioneers  were 
housed  at  Red  Carpet  Inn,  separated 
by  a parking  lot  from  the  bourse 
area  in  the  Expo  Convention  Hall,  a 
facility  designed  to  easily  accommo- 
date the  more  than  100  dealers  oper- 
ating bourse  tables,  plus  exhibits, 
the  auction  room,  cafeteria, security 
and  hospitality  rooms, and  the  regis- 
tration area. 

In  a pomp  and  ceremony  banquet  held 
at  the  Red  Carpet  Inn,  C.S.N.W. Pres- 
ident David  Cooper  applauded  the  work 
of  the  Milwaukee  Club  and  presented 
A.P.(Del)  Bertschy  with  the  C.S.N.S. 
Medal  of  Merit  for  his  work  in  C.S. 


N.S.,as  well  as  his  part  in  bringing 
the  convention  to  its  successful  fr- 
uition. 

In  other  banquet  highlights,  Richard 
Yeoman,  author  of  the  familiar  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins  and  other 
works,  presented  awards  to  exhibit 
winners .Yeoman  was  assisted  by  Bert- 
schy. 

A special  non-competitive  exhibit  a- 
ward  was  presented  to  Irving  Mosko- 
vitz. 

Other  noteworthy  convention  activities 
were  the  annual  auction  which  drew 
well  (a  guesstimate  of  §30,000  in 
sales  being  mentioned)  and  a special 
ladies'  luncheon  was  held  in  the  Red 
Carpet  Inn's  "Boom  Boom"  room  on  Sat- 
urday. Each  lady  present  was  given 
an  "American  Flag"pin  as  a souvenir. 
Several  cute  quotes  came  out  of  this 
meeting,  with  the  term  "Numismat ism" 
being  coined.  (Another  w as  when  Mrs. 
Yeoman  was  referred  to  as  "the  wife 
of  Mr.  Redbook.") 

Two  of  the  larger  paper  money  groups 
held  special  meetings  in  connection 
with  The  Central  States  Convention. 
The  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors 
held  a session  on  Saturday  morning, 
followed  that  afternoon  by  a meeting 
of  the  International  Bank  Note  Soci- 
ety. 

Milwaukee  Club  President,  Gale  High- 
smith,  echoed  the  sentiments  of  all 
Wisconsin  collectors  in  this  excerpt 
from  The  Milwaukee  Club  Newsletter:

fie  decided  he  could  design  a better 
model  rocket  engine  than  the  ones  he 
was  selling  to  hobbyists.  What  he  de- 
signed was  not  only  the  engine  but 
machinery  to  mass  produce  it  with 
minimum  labor. 

A Bergenske  rocket  engine  looks  like 
cardboard  tubing  the  size  o±  one  s 
finger.  It  is  propelled  by  igniting 
i lump  of  solid  fuel  about  as  big  as 
s,  matchhead  which  sells  for  25®. 


Several  clubs  have  used  marble  based 
and  silver  adorned  trophies (at  great 
expense)  to  convey  the  club's  grati- 
tude. Generally  though,  most  clubs 
have  used  "stock"  trophies  from  jew- 
eler suppliers,  some  with  numismatic 
motif,  and  others  quite  general  in 
nature.
